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Dewitt residents shoot down new 
hotel on South I-94 Service Dr.

A group of about 40 residents from 
Dewitt Street and surrounding area 
attended a neighborhood meeting at Van 
Buren Township Hall last Thursday with 
the developer of a proposed hotel -- and 
convinced him to go away. 

“You’re saving me a lot of money and a 
lot of hassle,” said Bharat Patel who had 
planned to invest $6 million in a four-story 
hotel on the South I-94 Service Drive at 
Dewitt. 

That was before the residents began a 
one-hour, angry, verbal assault on the 
project. 

The last time that parcel was scheduled for 
development was when Tucker Insurance 
wanted to construct an office building 


there. Dewitt residents bragged that they 
got him to go away, too. 

VBTPlanning and Economic Development 
Director Ron Akers explained that a couple 
of months ago the township board passed 
a public participation process that offers 
communication between residents and a 
developer before a project starts. 

He said there has been nothing filed 
with the township on the hotel yet and 
the developer wants to hear the residents’ 
comments before putting the final details 
together, so their desires could be part of 
the final plan. 

Director Akers said the parcel is zoned 
C-1 and C-2, which includes hotel by right. 

Before Patel could speak of his plans, 

a woman asked how many hotels were in

School Board approves first step in bond issue ballot question in Nov.

The first step in a plan to put a $35,490,000 
bond issue question on the November 
ballot was approved at Monday’s regular 
meeting of the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said the bond 
issue will not cost taxpayers any more 
than what they have been paying, since the 
bonds to build the high school have been 
re-financed. 

If the bond issue doesn’t pass, voters 
would get a reduction in their millage from 
the 2.98 mills they had been paying for the 
2009 bonds totaling $79 million to build 
the new Belleville High School. 

The 95-page Preliminary Qualification 
Application for Bond Recommendation 
that was passed by the board will go 
immediately to the board’s attorney at 
Thrun Law Firm and he will take it to the 
Treasury Department, which has 30 days to 
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approve or deny, Supt. Kudlak said. 

He expected the board to vote to put it 
on the ballot at its next meeting on July 29. 

Board vice president Susan Featheringill 
said the board did refinancing of the $79 
million bonds for the BHS building and 
so it will be paying less in bond payments. 
The 2.98 mills taxpayers are paying will 
not drop and the difference in what is 
needed will pay for the new bonds. 

Supt. Kudlak said the new bond money 
will pay for major renovations to Tyler and 
Savage schools, which are 40 years old, 
and to Owen and McBride, to keep all the 
buildings going. 

“After we officially put it on the ballot, 
we will set more information sessions,” 
Kudlak said. “We don’t want to do this 
until after Treasury approves.” 

The sample bonding proposal in the board 
packet said the new bond money would 
be used for: “erecting, furnishing, and 
equipping a new early childhood center; 
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remodeling, furnishing and refurnishing, 
and equipping and re-equipping existing 
school buildings; acquiring and installing 
instructional technology in school 
buildings; and preparing, developing, 
improving, and equipping playgrounds, 
athletic fields, and sites.” 

The estimated millage that will be levied 
for the proposed bonds in 2020 is .78 mill 
($0.78 on each $1,000 of taxable valuation) 
for a -0- mills net increase over the prior 
year’s levy. The maximum number of 
years of the bonds would be 30 years. 

Under state law these bond proceeds 
cannot be used for repair or maintenance 
costs, teacher, administrator or employee 
salaries, or other operating expenses. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the proposed $53 million 
general fund budget for the 2019-20 school 
year, with the unassigned fund balance 
expected to be down to $2.967 million 
(6%) on June 30, 2020. This unassigned 
fund balance was used to cover $1.67 
million in excess expenses over revenue. 
A public hearing on all the district budgets 
was held at 6 p.m. before the regular 7 
p.m. board meeting. Finance Director Sara 
Cortese explained the budgets and stated 


the 2019 millage rates of: General Fund - 
18 mills, Debt Service Fund — 2.98 mills, 
and Sinking Fund -- 4911 mills; 

e Approved the amended 2018-19 budget 
of $53.98 million, with $937,704 total 
expenses over revenue; 

e Approved a two-year contract with 
the Van Buren Association of Education 
Secretaries, that increases to five the Act of 
God Days, joins the same insurance plan 
as the administrators which gives them 30 
cent hourly pay raises this year and next, 
$1,000 bonus for joining this insurance 
group, the addition of Election Day as the 
11th paid holiday, longevity bonuses, and 
others;

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City Council to gather details on assessment for public safety

The Belleville City Council is considering 
a proposal to levy a millage assessment on 
property in the city to raise money needed 
to provide police and fire services. 

At its regular meeting on June 17, the 
council backed off setting a public hearing 
on the proposal until it could talk with 
police and fire department heads and know 
exactly how this money would be used. 

Based on a taxable valuation of $88.5 
million, the city’s property tax revenue 
would increase by $88,536 for each mill 
assessed. By law the city can levy up to 20 
mills — 10 mills for operating and 10 mills 
for capital -- and this millage is not subject 
to DDA capture. 

The proposal was first discussed at 
the June 3 city council meeting. It was 
suggested it would take about 1.21 mills to 
run the police and fire departments, along 
with some capital purchase money. 

The millage would have to be voted on by 
the council each year. 

Kelly Howey of Plante Moran said this 
procedure is explained in Public Act 33 of 
1951. She passed out copies of the law to 
council members for them to study. 

“We have a timeline to go on,” said City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer. “It would 
need to be done by September” to get on 
the winter tax bill. She suggested setting 
a public hearing for the second meeting 
in July. She noted Plante Moran was in 
support. 

“It would only be used for police and 


District Library

By July 1, those who keep library books 
too long will be able to return them to the 
Belleville Area District Library and not get 
a fine. 

At its regular meeting June 11, the library 
board voted unanimously to accept the new 
circulation policy where that is spelled out. 

The board already had approved doing 
away with late book fines, but now it has 
the official policy that makes it possible. 

Budget 

In her report to the board, Library Director 
Mary Jo Suchy said she has been working 
on next year’s budget for a pivotal year for 
the library. She said it includes items for the 
new library that are not recurring annual 
costs, such as the opening day collection 
project, as well as some computer and 
furniture expenditures. 

She said the budget also anticipates 
operating the new library and the branch in 
Sumpter Township. 

“I have consulted other library budgets 


fire,” City Manager Kollmeyer said. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said the council 
has to be specific when talking to the public 
and say, “Here’s what we’re going to spend 
your money on ... Define it before we get 
to the meeting.” 

Howey said the millage for the city used 
to be 18.126 and now, with rollbacks, 
residents are paying 16.5 mills. 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte asked if this 
could be put to a vote of the people and 
Howey said some of her clients have done 
that, but it is not required. 

Councilman Marcotte said he wouldn’t 
want to have the council vote on the 
proposal the same night as the public 
hearing, so there would be time to think 
about it. 

Howey said Nov. 15 is the “drop-dead” 
date for the proposal to be on the tax roll 
and Sept. 30 would be a good date to wrap 
up all the taxes. 

“Would you like to set a public hearing?” 
Kollmeyer asked. 

Councilman Fielder said he first would 
like a conversation with department heads. 
He said if they have to have a decision 
by September, they should take action in 
August. 

“I wouldn’t like to face the public 
until we’re all on the same page,” Mayor 
Kerreen Conley said. 

“Could we get a general blueprint by 
August?” Fielder asked and Howey said 
they could have it right away and take the 
police and fire capital budgets as a good 
start. 


Mayor Conley said if the city commits 
to a lease, “What if we don’t get it [the 
assessment] the next year ... I think Pd like 
a lot more dialogue.” 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger said at $25,000 
put aside each year, it would take a while to 
get a fire truck. 

Mayor Conley suggested this could be 
discussed at a meeting that has a light 
agenda, but not the July 1 meeting. Fielder 
announced he will not be at that meeting. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved the request of the GELC 
union to close city hall on Friday, July 5, 
with union members taking a vacation day 
or personal day. Fielder said over the years 
Kollmeyer has taken pride that city hall 
is open when other municipalities close 
their doors. “It has to be pretty stinking 
cold in winter before we close city hall,” 
Kollmeyer said. “This is where people 
come when there is an emergency”; 

e Passed a resolution approving the 
permit process for city businesses to have 
individual sidewalk sale promotions, 
beginning June 18 and continuing each 
Friday and Saturday through Oct. 26, to 
begin not earlier than 8 a.m. and ending no 
later than 8 p.m.; 

e Approved fiscal year 2018-19 budget 
amendments that give no change to the 
bottom line; 

e Approved the closing of High Street 
from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. on July 4 for Grace 
Baptist Church’s annual Fourth of July 
Picnic. Pastor Robert White said this is the 


32™ year for the event. Sixty participants 
are expected; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$110,350.05 and the following purchase 
in excess of $500: to Western Wayne 
County Fire Dept. Mutual Aid Association, 
$2,439.01 for annual dues; 

e Heard a report from Parks and Recreation 
Commission chairwoman Laura Nichols 
on needs of Village Park, Horizon Park, 
and Victory Park; 

e Heard Building Official Rick Rutherford 
say that he can order the new synthetic 
rope for Horizon Park once the council 
gives the OK. The council approved the 
move. Kollmeyer said there is a resident 
of the community willing to pay for it 
all. Rutherford said he solicited bids and 
Pioneer Landscaping was the only bid with 
a cost of $800 and the labor to install pretty 
much the same. The cost of the regular rope 
had been $3,600, he said. Mayor Conley 
asked if the posts couldn’t be sanded and 
cleaned up and something put on them to 
make them last longer. Rutherford said 
they could go with a transparent sealer. 
The summer youth employees may be able 
to help with this. Mayor Conley suggested 
the youth might also be able to help seniors 
who need one-time help with their yards; 
and 

¢ Heard Kollmeyer say there are virtually 
no funds in the budget for the veterans’ 
monument and they are hoping to use 
CDBG funds and work in conjunction with 
Van Buren Township and possibly Sumpter 
Township. 


amends circulation policy to cut out late book fines 


over the past few years in order to estimate 
the new budget,” she said. “I looked at 
libraries with multiple floors and somewhat 
newer construction in order to get some 
ideas for how much building, maintenance, 
and utilities will cost. 

“Increases to staffing represent the move 
from two public service desks (circulation 


and reference) to five (circulation, 
children’s reference, adult reference, teen, 
and branch),” she said. 


“For a lot of things, we don’t know what 
they are going to be,” Suchy said. 

Architect Dan Whisler said the library has 
agreed to pay for the parking lot lighting, 
snow removal, and grass cutting at the new 
public parking lot, with future repairs to be 
shared with the City of Belleville. 

“Mary Jo asked Ron Traskos to be here 
tonight and he is not,” said board president 
Sharon Peters. “He is not,” referrring to 
the board’s financial consultant. “We try to 
cover the things we know.” 

The board approved the proposed 2019-20 
budget of $2,080,400, as presented, and the 


amended 2018-19 budget of $2,351,800, as 
presented. 

The board also approved moving $1 
million of millage funds collected in 2018 
to the 2019-20 fiscal year general fund 
budget, to be in compliance with federal 
GASBE requirements. 

Board member John Juriga asked if the 
board could change the library’s fiscal year 
to begin Jan. 1, so this wouldn’t have to be 
done in the future. Currently the library’s 
fiscal year is July 1-June 30. 

Building Committee chairman Joy 
Cichewicz said with all the work on the 
building now under construction, “That is 
not a priority at this time.” 

Suchy said when the library was with the 
county, it had the county’s fiscal year. Then 
they were working with the city and went 
to the city’s fiscal year of July 1-June 30. 
She said she would look into changing the 
fiscal year and what it would entail. 

In other business at the June 6 meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard Suchy announce the Library 


Network is ready to test the new library’s 
first load of order records in the catalog for 
the Opening Day Collection. She said in the 
next few weeks staff will work with Baker 
& Taylor to place a test order of materials to 
be certain all of the processing, cataloging 
and record transfers go smoothly. Once 
items are ordered, the records will be made 
invisible in the library catalog until they are 
ready to open the new building, she said; 

e Heard Suchy announce three new 
reference librarians have been added to 
the library substitute pool: Jennifer Mann, 
Crystal Corcoran, and Margaret Loebe; 

e Heard a ceremonial cornerstone laying 
has been set for Saturday, June 29, at 1 
p-m., with the Belleville Masons doing the 
ceremony. An ice cream social will follow; 
and 

e Discussed a variety of events to precede 
and follow the soft opening of the library, 
with the grand opening set for June or 
July of 2020. President Peters said charter 
donors may make donations through the 
end of 2019.

At Tuesday’s regular meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees, 
Slaughter said her granddaughter leaves for 
work in the middle of the night and if those 
gunshots hit her or her car, there will be hell 
to pay. 

Slaughter said on June 13 about 4-6 a.m., 
several gunshots were fired in two sessions 
and a woman was screaming. She learned 
later it was former Sumpter Township 
Trustee Sheena Barnes who was screaming 
and the shots missed her when she hit the 
floor. 

Slaughter said she called the police station 
and they sent out a police sergeant to take 
her complaint, since she was having trouble 
walking. Her complaint was added to 
another complaint and Barnes’ complaint. 

“This is starting to happen more 
frequently,” Slaughter said, adding the 
shots were from rifles. She knows what 
rifles sound like. 

“We don’t need people out in the dark 
shooting nilly-willy,” she said, adding she 
things there should be an investigation. She 
said she will be logging the shots she hears 
in the future and calling the police every 
time. She wants her country home to safe 
and quiet again.

A Sumpter Township resident came in to 
my Office to tell me of a call she got that she 
thought was from Medicare. The caller told 
her that she was using an obsolete number. 

“I gave my number and later I learned 
Medicare does not call you at all,” she said. 

She said she called Medicare and her health 
insurance provider. She said she was told if 
she gets packages with medical equipment 
inside, not to accept delivery. 

“I really screwed up,” she said, recalling 
how she trusted the person calling enough to 
give out her number. 

But, she said, there still are people out 
there who are good. 

She said she went to breakfast in Belleville 
and talked to a man at another table about 
the three rolls he wasn’t going to eat. She 
said she likes to bring leftovers to the 
animals and birds to eat out in the country.

She said they may have thought she was 
taking home the rolls and toast for herself 
to eat and that she may have been needy, 
which wasn’t the case. 

I told her, maybe, they thought she was 
a really nice lady to be feeding the wildlife 
and that’s why they did it. We’ ll never know. 

The daughter of the late Harold Harris 
visited our office. Beverly was telling us 
about how her father had built what will 
be torn down for the new grocery store and 
surrounding businesses in the 500 block of 
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Main Street in Belleville. 

She was in high school in the late 1950s 
when her dad was working on it and she 
recalls the family was very nervous because 
he was not a union builder and he was afraid 
what the union might do to them. 

The grocery store and Ben Franklin 
and other stores were in the buildings he 
constructed. 

She said she knows it has deteriorated and 
needs to be torn down, but it’s kind of sad 
when she remembers how hard her father 
worked on it.

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We need to be cautious

To the editor and community: 

As a retired English teacher with a 
commitment to using words carefully, I felt 
I must respond to the letter from Mickey 
Widener in the June 19 paper that equated 
socialism to communism. It’s not -- there is 
much misunderstanding about those terms. 
But the economic and political systems 
found in the world are not the same as a 
simple dictionary definition implies. Most 
countries have mixed systems. The U.S. 
is not a completely free market capitalist 
country since our corporations get lots 
of government support and the U.S.SR., 
although it is NOT a democracy, never got 
to communism — think Russian oligarchs. 
Searching several sources, I’ve distilled 
these short descriptions to provide more 
clarity: 

Capitalism, in theory, but not in practice, 
is based on private ownership using the 
power of the free market to determine 
costs, price, incomes, and distribution of 
goods. Pure capitalists driven by a profit 
motive, resist regulations, and government 
control. (Consider charter schools and 
privately owned prisons.) 

Communism is an idealistic structure 
that never has quite worked as intended. 
The working class is supposed to own 
everything, only working for the common 
good without working for profit; goods get 
distributed based on need. There should 
be no wealthy or poor people. In theory, 
special leaders are supposed to temporarily 
take over the state until all gets established, 
but in practice, the power is never given 
up. (China, North Korea) 

Socialism, again theoretically, is 
structured so that business and industry 
may be collectively owned by workers. 
The government uses central planning to 
allocate resources in a more equal way. 
Socialists take into account both individual 
needs and greater social needs like 
transportation, defense, health care. 

Democratic socialists do believe in 
democracy, fair elections, more equality 
for more people to have more power. 
They want a government that is as good 
for the little person as it is for the rich and 
powerful. They generally support labor 
reform, federal jobs programs, universal 
health care, more fair tax policies that close 
loopholes the wealthy have found. 

We in the U.S. already have some form 
of socialism in public schools and Social 
Security. Our Founding Fathers included 
“the promotion of the general welfare” and 
instructed the government to protect the 
rights of all to pursue happiness.

the township right now and VBT Trustee 
Sherry Frazier said there were five. 

“He’s decimating our quality of life, for 
hundreds of residents,” the woman said. 

Patel said he has developed other 
projects including a Comfort Suite hotel in 
Michigan City, Indiana, off I-94. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said she was from 
that area and knows that hotel. She said it a 
very nice building. 

Patel said he was interested in building 
on this site because it has easy access to 
the freeway, is zoned for a hotel, and is half 
way between the airport and Ann Arbor, a 
prime location for a hotel. He said it would 
be a Comfort Suite costing guests more 
than $100 a night. It would be a two-and-a- 
half-Star hotel. 

Akers suggested he explain the Star 
designation and Patel said it referred to the 
amenities. He said the 90 rooms would be 
suites, with each having beds and a pull- 
out couch so three people could fit in each 
room. He said there would be no food at 
the hotel and no minibars, leading to the 
Star designation. 

He said he planned shuttles to the airport 
every two hours. 

“This is an idea,” Patel said to the hostile 
crowd. “I want to find out if you like this 
idea. In order not to bother you, there 
will be a tree barrier and a six-foot-tall 
fence. There would be 94 parking spaces, 
including barrier-free spaces.” 

Akers said there would be no curb 
cut on Dewitt to keep traffic out of the 
subdivision. There would be one entry on 
the South Service Drive. He said curb cuts 
are reviewed by Wayne County to make 
sure of proper placement. 

A woman called out that Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara has pull with the county 
because of his father having been county 
executive. She asked if he will be pushing 
this through. 

Akers said Patel may have to do 
underground storm water detention where 
it is held and pumped into a drainage ditch. 
He said he is required to keep the water 
on his property. Underground detention is 
expensive, but the space is limited on the 
site, he said. 

As complaints piled up, Patel said, “We

haven’t bought the property yet. This is 
exploratory. It’s under contract to purchase. 
We don’t have to do this. We don’t want 
problems with you guys.” 

He said before they build, they do a 
market study which gives them an educated 
guess on the project’s success. The market 
study looked at 10-15 hotels. He said it is 
not going to fail and would probably have 
a 65% occupancy rate. 

The complaints on having a hotel at 
that site included: it would be like two 
of the township hotels, where people 
live, and there are drugs and prostitutes; 
their property values would be reduced; 
people would be able to look out the hotel 
windows into their bedroom windows; the 
parking lot lights would disturb their lives; 
the person who lives across Dewitt from 
the site said he doesn’t want to “look out 
the window at something nasty”; the area 
has brownouts and this would pull too 
much electrical power; it would make too 
much noise; among other complaints. 

“We're appealing to you to help,” a man 
said to the three board members present. It 
was pointed out this would not go before 
the board and the planning commission 
would make any decisions on the hotel. 

Trustee Paul White said he is looking 
for a premiere community in Van Buren 
Township, but this case is hard because it 
is zoned for a hotel. He pointed out several 
changes that could be made on a site plan 
displayed on screens on the wall. 

“We do not want a hotel,” stated a 
resident of Venetian and his statement was 
followed by loud applause. “Is this going 
to be enough to make you stop?” 


“T understand,” Patel said. “We will 
decide. This meeting was for your 
feedback.” 


“Please, don’t build,” the man urged. 
Akers said as long as Patel meets the 
ordinances, he could build. 
“There’s nothing we can do legally to 
stop this,” pointed out another man. 
“Before I put in a lot of money, I wanted 
to hear what you thought,” Patel said. 
Trustee Miller said to the audience, “This 
will affect their quality of life once it is 
built.”

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April Austin seeks help to fight 
MS so she can raise autistic son 


By Rosemary K. Otzman

April Austin wants to go to Mexico for a 
treatment to help her fight multiple sclerosis 
so she will be able to continue to raise her 
13-year-old, non-verbal, autistic son Jacob. 

Austin, 33, who lives in Harbour Club 
apartments with Jacob has been a Belleville- 
area resident since 2011. 

“I feel bad to have to ask for help,” Austin 
said to the Independent as she brought in piles 
of paperwork that spell out her condition. 

“I really enjoy this community, as I feel safe 
and at home,” she said. 

She is legally blind from her MS treatments 
and used Lyft for transportation to the 
Independent office last Thursday. She carries 
her fold-up white cane in her carry-all bag. 

She is a senior at Eastern Michigan 
University with a Social Work major and 
Anthropology minor. She has worked as a 
long-term substitute teacher at Ford Early 
Learning Center in Ypsilanti, which she calls 
“a troubled district.” She also has substituted 
in the Van Buren Public Schools. 

She hopes to work in public policy and open 
up several autism residential facilities for 
those with autism transitioning into adulthood. 

She said she has two children. Her 15-year- 
old son no longer lives with her, since she sent 
him away after he hurt Jacob. 

“My story is that I am dealing with relapsing- 
remitting multiple sclerosis (RRMS). I 
was diagnosed right after graduating from 
Washtenaw Community College in 2012. 
Before the diagnosis, I was constantly sick. As 
a result, I am now legally blind. 

“I don’t drive. I spend a lot of money on 
public transportation, using Lyft, Uber, and 
taxis. 

“Tm constantly in the hospital for flares 
and relapses. I have been on three different 
medications, all of which stop working for me 
at some point. I’m constantly losing mobility 
everyday. 

“Sometimes I have issues breathing. I suffer 
from constant digestive and urinary issues. 
I’m beginning to have difficulty speaking and 
swallowing. 

“Tam raising money for a stem cell transplant. 
This treatment is known as Hematopoietic 
Stem Cell Transplant. This treatment has 
been known to stop MS in its tracks. Without 
this treatment, I will definitely continue to 
deteriorate. I will be forced to quit working,

and raising my children. 

“As I continue to get worse, I’m constantly 
questioning my reason for existence. I mean, 
who wants to deteriorate and waste away in 
front of their children?” she asked. 

Austin has put out a GoFundMe:April’s 
Journey to Wellness account to help her get 
the treatment she feels she needs to help her 
survive. 

Austin said she applied to have this treatment 
in Chicago, at Northwestern University, 
with Dr. Burks, but she said she was denied 
because of no enhanced lesions on her brain 
and spine, although she showed clear signs of 
deterioration. 

She said in the U.S. the treatment is a lot 
more expensive than in Mexico. 

She said the treatment is $70,000 in Ohio and 
$60,000 in Chicago. 

There is a place called Clinica Ruiz in 
Puebla, Mexico, that offers the complete 
treatment at $54,000. The treatment also is 
given in Moscow. 

“Because I am acquainted with a lot of MS 
Warriors, I know several people that have had 
the treatment and they are doing exceptionally 
well,” she said. 

“I am pleading with you to help in any 
way that you can,” she said. “Jacob means 
everything to me; I want to be able to care for 
him long-term.” 

Austin added, “If I get this treatment, I 
promise to fight even harder for the weak. I 
promise to be a strong voice for those whom 
can’t speak for themselves. I promise to do my 
part to change the world for the better.”

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Keystone Academy bans student 
cell phones on school property

“We don’t want cell phones on our 
property,’ said Keystone Academy 
Principal Jorvonna Drain to the school 
board at its June 13 meeting. 

The board members were getting ready to 
approve the student handbook for the next 
school year. 

“Not permitted at all,’ she said of cell 
phones. 

The board voted to accept the parent- 
student handbook, with no electronic 
devices allowed on school property and 
keeping absenteeism and tardiness rules 
stronger. 

Principal Drain presented some “very 
exciting news,” reporting the employees 
survey showed 100% completed the survey 
and Keystone scores were higher than 
National Heritage Academies’ benchmark 
scores and higher than when the previous 
principal was in place. 

“I’m glad our staff feels we have a great 
environment in our school,” she said. 

The scores were: 82% for great culture, 
81% for opportunities to learn and grow, 
85% for confidence in the leadership team, 
97% for feeling physically safe, and 86% 
would recommend this location to others 
for educating their children. 

In other business at the June 13 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the 2019-20 proposed budget 
of $6.97 million and the 2018-19 amended 
budget of $6.93 million, as presented by 
NHA. The new budget is based on 768 
pupils in 28 classrooms and $8,077 per 
pupil funding. It will be amended in the fall 
once the state budget is passed; 

e Heard Principal Drain report the 
enrollment goal for the 2019-20 school year 
is 768 students and the school currently has 
768 students enrolled and 147 students on 
the waiting list; 

e Learned tickets will be issued to parents 
for excessive truancies with the cooperation 
of the Sumpter Township Police 
Department. “This puts the responsibility 
back on the parents,” Principal Drain said; 


e Discussed the discipline/truancy reports, 
provided to the board, as required by board 
policy; 

e Heard board attorney Candace Sorensen 
explain legal details of the service and 
lease agreements with NHA and approved 
them as recommended; 

e Approved the educational provider, 
lease agreement, and reauthorization 
due diligence questionnaires from Bay 
Mills Community College, who granted 
Keystone’s charter, as recommended by 
attorney Sorensen.; 

e Approved the new charter contract with 
Bay Mills; and 

e Approved the Open Meetings Act 
Military Policy as updated. 

The board met at 5 p.m. and then 
broke at 6 p.m. to attend the eighth-grade 
graduation ceremonies. Sumpter Public 
Safety Director/Police Chief Eric Luke 
was keynote speaker. Chief Luke’s twin 
sons attend Keystone. 

The board then went back to the table to 
complete school business.

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Sumpter Board OKs contract to C&S for satellite library work

C&S Construction Management of 

Wyandotte was approved by the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees, on a 5-1 vote, 
as construction manager for renovations to 
the hexagon building across from township 
hall at a cost of $41,700. 

This is $2,200 for preconstruction and 
$39,500 for construction management. 

This work is to renovate the building 
for use as a satellite of the Belleville Area 
District Library. When the district library 
was making plans for the satellite, it 
estimated it would be open this fall. 

Now that Sumpter has taken over all the 
planning for the satellite, its opening date 
has not been announced. 

Township attorney Rob Young said there 
has been a lot of discussion with the library 
and 3, 4, or 5 months ago the township 
took over. He said they will have $250,000 
from the library funds for the project, plus 
additional library funds in the township’s 
budget. 

The selection of C&S was the 
recommendation of the township’s 
consultant Hennessey Engineers and 
the township board approved the 


recommendation at its June 11 regular 
meeting. Trustee Don Swinson was absent 
from the meeting. 

Treasurer Ken Bednark voted against 
the motion to name C&S as construction 
manager, pointing out the township did 
not follow its policy of getting three 
competitive bids. 

He pointed out it got just two: the $41,700 
from C&S and a $87,200 bid from AZ 
Shmina of Brighton. 

“This needs to be put back out for bids,” 
Treasurer Bednark said, pointing out one 
bid is double the other. He also asked why 
there was no local bidder. 

Attorney Young tried to explain to 
Bednark that this was for a construction 
manager and local companies will be able 
to bid on the work, but Bednark retorted: “I 
get that. I’ve been in construction We need 
three bids.” 

Young said they talked to construction 
companies in Belleville and an effort was 
put out by Hennessey architect Raymond 
D. Parker, project manager. 

“T have a lot of faith in this guy,” Young 
said of Parker. 

Of the disparity in bids, Young said, 
“These things happen. The price from the 


library was much higher.” 

Deputy Supervisor Karen Armatis called 
out from the back of the room that it was 
advertised in the local paper. 

Young said the call for bids was also sent 
to businesses and many are busy. 

“Whatever you decide,” Young said. 

Later in the meeting, Bednark said he 
wanted to have the policy on the agenda 
and Clerk Hurst said she would get the 
wording together for a new policy. 

Young said the board can change the 
policy, but the way it works is for the board 
to decide on a policy and then the wording 
is put together for approval. 

Bednark said the township’s policy was 
approved in August 2018, which is fairly 
new. He said the policy in place gives 
department heads control over their own 
departments. 

“I think the treasurer needs to be able 
to direct their own department. There 
are controls along the way. This allows 
department heads to run their departments,” 
Bednark said. 

“I would like to have three bids,” said 
Trustee Tim Rush. “Do we have time?” 

“I didn’t do it,’ Young said of the 
recommendation. “Ray Parker did it. It’s

In other business at its June 11 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved a use and occupancy 
agreement renewal for 2019 for a three- 
year term with the Wayne County WIC 
Program. The agreement includes a 5% 
increase, to $300 per year, for monthly 
utility payments to the township and a two- 
year extension. Clerk Esther Hurst said this 
raise was to cover the township because of 
rising utility costs; 

e Approved replacing three computers 
in the clerk’s office from Dell at a cost 
of $2,728.38. Clerk Hurst said their 
computers are running very slow and the 
purchases are within the budget. Bednark 
said with that amount spent, under the 
purchasing policy it wouldn’t have to be 
brought to the board; 

e Approved a review by the clerk’s office 
of the purchasing policy adopted last fall 
and a review by financial consultant Post, 
Smythe, Lutz & Ziel of Wayne; 

e Heard Public Safety Director/Police 
Chief Eric Luke report on an agreement 
he and attorney Young are working 
on with Friends of Michigan Animals 
Rescue that he expects to bring to the next 
meeting. He said currently sworn police 
officers are checking on the dogs in the 
township’s kennel at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
and cleaning up the “poo.” The dogs have 
no companionship. He said the budget 
for the shelter is $3,000 for utilities and 
$2,600 for cleaning supplies. Romulus 
charges $650 a month ($7,800 a year) for 
the service, whether they bring any dogs or 
not. The deal with FMAR would be $40 a 
dog for the five days required for the state 
mandatory hold and then they will try to 
adopt them out. He said FMAR now has a 
state-of-the-art facility and they have plans 
to put a veterinarian in there, as well; 

e Heard Bednark announce that on June 
13 he planned a meeting in his office 
with Anna Winter and DPW Director 
Ken Kunka to discuss how to the collect 
the huge amount of money out there in 
uncollected water bills. He said they were 
to discuss how to collect the money, how 
to get more shutoffs done, and how to work 
with residents who need help; 

e Heard Luke complain at length about 
Independent Editor Rosemary Otzman, 
who he accused of distorting the facts and 
not announcing his announcements in the 
way he wants. He also complained about 
what she writes in her column, and other 
things he doesn’t like; 

e Heard Fire Chief Januszyk announce the 
annual fire department open house will be 
July 13 and heard Bednark say the summer 
tax bills will be mailed out on July 1; and 

e Heard Supervisor Morgan say a bench 
has been delivered by Girl Scout Troop 
2041. The bench is donated to the township 
and it is sturdy. He said, “It’s amazing you 
can do it from bottle caps”.

SUMMARY OF ADOPTED ORDINANCE 13-3(a) 


On the 11" day of June 2019, the Sumpter Township enacted Sumpter 
Township Ordinance Amending and Restating the Township Blight Ordinance. 
The following is a summary of that Ordinance: 


Purpose and Enforcement of Ordinance: Consistent with Act No. 344 
of the Public Acts of Michigan 1945 (MCL 125.71 et seq. and MSA 5.3501 et 
seq.) aS amended, it is the Purpose of this Ordinance to prevent, reduce or 
eliminate blight or potential blight in the Township to prevent a diminution in 
the value of property, and undesirable neighborhoods. The Ordinance shall be 
enforced by persons designated by the Township Board. 


Prohibited Storage: No storage upon owned, leased, or occupied 
property of an automobile, truck, trailer, motorcycle, or other vehicle required 
to be licensed for use upon the highways and not equipped with a current valid 
license plate or which is inoperative, or building materials, concrete, 
electrical wiring or equipment, heating ducts or equipment, nails, screws, 
plumbing materials, shingles, or other materials generally used in the 
construction of a structure, and articles, equipment, machinery, or parts thereof, 
appliances, remnants of wood, metal or other cast off material, junk, rubbish, 
trash or refuse of any kind stored for more than 30 days, or any other materials 
which appears from reasonable observation to be discarded, unused, 
abandoned, or in a state of disrepair. 


Prohibited Actions: No repairing, redesigning, modifying, dismantling 
or salvaging work or operations shall be allowed upon any vehicle, motor 
vehicle, trailer upon property that is not specifically zoned for and approved 
for any such operations. This section shall not prevent the operation of any 
licensed junkyard, salvage yard, garage, body or paint shop, which is legally 
operating within a properly zoned area and which was approved by the 
Township Planning Commission or Township Board. No person shall maintain 
or permit on any property for a period exceeding ten (10) days, any structure 
or part thereof which because of fire, wind, other disaster, or physical 
deterioration is no longer habitable nor useful for any other purpose for which 
it may have been originally intended, any vacant dwelling, garage, or other 
structure which is not kept securely locked and neatly boarded up or 
otherwise is not protected to prevent entrance thereto by vandals. 


Notice to Abate and Enforcement. The owner or occupant of property 
upon which any of the causes of blight or nuisances set forth in this 
Ordinance are found to exist, shall be notified in writing to remove or eliminate 
such causes of blight or nuisance within 10 days of notice. Notice may be 
served personally or by registered mail. Additional time may be granted by the 
enforcement officer where bona fide efforts to remove or eliminate such causes 
of blight, blighting factors or a nuisance is in progress. 


Failure to Comply. Failure to comply with an issued 10 day notice to 
eliminate the causes of blight set forth herein, shall constitute a violation and 
may result in the removal by the Township of the blight and sale of items 
removed and costs assessed to remediate the property. The violator may be 
charged with a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not more than $500.00 
or imprisonment not exceeding 90 days, or both or alternatively subject to a 
civil fine for the violation of this Ordinance of not more than $200.00 for a first 
offense, $350.00 for a second offense, and $500.00 for a third or subsequent 
offense.
